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REMARKS

Claim 16 Species I, II, m and IV 

Claim 17 (as amended herein) and Claims 18-25 Species II and IV 

Therefore, by electing Species II Applicants are herein electing claims 1, 2 and 4-25. 
Applicants herein cancel claim 3 while reserving the right to later file such claim in a divisional 
application. Amendment to claim 12 is herein requested to correct a typographical error 
regarding the claim dependency. No amendment of inventorship is herein required as a result of 
this election. No additional fees are required as a result of the requested amendments. 

Applicants respectfully request consideration of the amendments and the allowance of 
claims 1, 2 and 4-25, thereby placing the application in condition for allowance. Should issues 
remain that might be subject to resolution through a telephonic interview, the Examiner is 
requested to telephone the undersigned at (512) 996-6839.
